Of the Veterans 


| Walter Boynton—Detroit Editor 


T° RESUME the reminiscences of the veterans of 1907, 
which I stopped with Harold Wills as Ford’s chief 
| engineer :— 

The late Walter Flanders was factory manager for Mr. 
‘Ford, and Wilfred B. Leland was secretary at Cadillac, his 
father’s company then. 
| working as hard as ever, was sales manager for Packard; W. 
E. Stokes held a similar job at Olds Motor Works. -C. J. 
| Moore was Packard’s factory manager and Russell Huff was 
chief engineer in the same plant. Frank Briscoe, who was 
later associated with his brother Ben as vice-president of the 
late United States Motors Corporation, was president of the 
‘Briscoe Manufacturing Company, making gas tanks and 
other sheet metal products for the industry. He is still 
‘associated with the automotive business, as head of the 
Briscoe Devices Company. John S. Irvine was with Mr. 
Bloomstrom as vice-president of the latter’s company. Fred 
|S. Welch was secretary of the Welch Motor Car Company 
jand J. Elmer Pratt was working with “Billy” Metzger as 
jassistant sales manager for Cadillac: 

The Thomas organization had John B. Phillips as its 
superintendent. Roger J. Sullivan, now very active in the 
furniture business, was secretary of the Wayne Automobile 
'Company, and F. S. Davis headed the engineering staff of 
W. F. Gleason was Packard’s superin- 
tendent. Edwin S. George, once the Packard Detroit dealer 
and a mighty driver and African traveler, was president of 
the Automobile Association of Michigan. V..M. Gunderson 
served as secretary and treasurer of Northern. Walter G. 
Morley, who now has offices in the General Motors Build- 
ing, was manager of the Motor Parts Manufacturing Com- 
pany. 

The late C. R. Wilson headed his own company, the C. 
R. Wilson Body Company. He had earlier been associated 
with J. C. Wilson in making carriages; the body company 
was absorbed by the Murray Body Corporation. “Barney” 
(B. F.) Everitt, now head of the Rickenbacker company and 
once associated with Walter Flanders and “Billy” Metzger 
in the manufacture of the E-M-F car, was in the automobile 
painting and upholstering business. Allen Loomis, now, I 
think, a Dodge dealer at Jackson, was assistant engineer at 
Packard. The portrait of C. A. Benjamin is shown, but no 
connection is mentioned, and I am honest in saying that I 
do not recal] him. Perhaps some reader of this will supply 
the information. 

E. F. Roberts was with Allen Loomis as one of the 
assistant engineers at Packard and R. H. Scott was superin- 
tendent for R. E. Olds at Reo. J. E. Locker had the same 
job at the De Luxe plant. George M. Holley, whose name is 
still very familiar in the industry as that of a manufacturer 
of carburetors, was then president of Holley Brothers Com- 
pany. John A. Hertzog held the position of engineer and 
designer of the De Luxe Motor Car Company and F. L. 
Loomis was sales manager for the Reliance car. 

The rubber companies in those days had pretty high- 
sounding names.

Company was represented in this territory by E. E. McMas- 
ters, and J. C. Weston was secretary of the Morgan & Wright 
Company. E. H. (Ned) Broadwell, more recently of the 
Motor and Accessories Manufacturers, was then the repre- 
sentative of the Fisk Rubber Company, and W. M. Perrett 
was competing with him as manager of the Diamond Rubber 
Company. A. E. Philp, another tire man, was vice-president 
of Morgan & Wright. 

Alexander I. McLeod, the commodore, was president and 
general manager of Maxwell-Briscoe-McLeod Company, with 
John Maxwell and Ben Briscoe. Oscar M. Springer was sec- 
retary of the Bloomstrom Manufacturing Company, and L. 
W. Conkling was working with Sidney Waldon, as assistant 
sales manager at Packard. Hugh J. Wood was treasurer of 
the Bloomstrom company and Earl Holley was associated 
with his brother as secretary and treasurer of the company. 

P. E. Hawley was with Brandenburg & Co., and Charles 
B. Bohn was the Detroit manager for the Allyn Brass 
Foundry Company. Mr. Bohn, of course, never did get out 
of the brass habit and he is still active in the automotive 
foundry business. Charlie Grant, one of the famous Grant 
brothers, was distributor here for Buick and Thomas cars, 
and his close associate, Jack (J. H.) Brady, was distributor

Canadian Production 
Declines in November 


ONTREAL, Dec, 29.—Although the prod 

automobiles in Canada during the first eleven montis 
of this year had an increase of 29 per cent. over ihe corre- 
sponding months last year, the figures for November this 
year show a seasonal decline from, the production of previ- 
ous months, according to the Dominion Bureau of Statistics. 
——©° During last month the output 
dropped to 9,828 cars, a decline of 
33-per cent. from the October proe« 
duction of 14,670 cars, which in 
turn was 16 per cent. under the 
17,495 cars produced in September, 
In November of last year an output 
of 10,750 cars was reported by the 
producing plants. 


During November of this year 
the production of passenger cars 
numbered 5,965, as against 9,054 in» 
the previous month and 8,088 in 
November of a year ago. Open pase 
senger cars numbered 3,404, a slight 
decline from 3,844 in October, but 
the output of closed car models at 
2,561 was only about half the out- 
put of 5,210 in the previous month. 

Trucks at 1,828 showed a drop 
of 36 per cent. from 2,874 in Octo- 
ber, and the production of chassis 
declined to 2,020 from 2,737, while 
the number of motor buses and 
taxicabs during the month in- 
ereased to 15 from 5 in October. 

In November, 1925, production 
included 5,504 open passenger cars, 
2,584 closed models, 1,974 trucks, 
650 chassis and 28 taxfcabs or 
buses.

The firm 
is now W. F. V. Neumann & Sons, 
and the boys run-the show when- 
ever father goes shooting or hunt- 
ing. F. O. Bezner, now, I believe, 
in the real estate business, was 
secretary of the Thomas-Detroit 
Company; M. S. Brigham was re- 
tail sales manager for Cadillac. 
George D. Grant, the other of the 
famous Grant brothers, was help- 
ing to distribute Buick and Thomas 
ears. F. FE. Castle was manager 
for Gray & Davis, who made par- 
ticularly bright—and blinding— 
headlights for Ford cars.

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Traffic Relief 
O SUBJECT before the automotive industry of America 
is of more vital importance at the present time than 
that of traffic relief. Congestion in all our cities has reached 
the critical stage. If congestion is allowed to grow from its 
present condition, the interests of the automotive industry 
will be seriously affected. The Automotive Daily News has 
discussed in the past methods and means of helping the 
traffic situation. Its columns are always open to helpful 
suggestions along these lines. 

We have just received from G. F. Lord, general sales 
manager of the Star division of Durant Motors, Inc., a sug- 
gestion which is so simple and yet so practical that we pass 
it on to our readers in the hope that it will stimulate helpful 
discussion. It is to be noted that Mr. Lord’s suggestion 
looks to relieving the present situation with the means now 
at hand and not to some radical rebuilding scheme that 
would only make itself felt in the distant future. And before 
we can hope for complete cure, we must find a present | 
remedy. Mr. Lord's letter follows :— 

“It has often been stated that the only real saturation 
point of the automobile industry is the inability of streets or 
roads to carry the traffic.

“It is obvious to almost any observer that there is plenty 
of room on 99 per cent. of the streets and highways, but just 
as no chain is stronger than its weakest link, no street can} 
move more traffic than its most congested point will permit. | 

“For instance, take Riverside Drive in New York city. | 
The worst point of congestion is the junction of West End | 
Avenue 72d Street at the southern entrance to the Drive. 

“The Police Department is doing its best to handle 
this situation by dividing the northbound traffic at night 
between West End Avenue and 72d Street, but one of the 
complications is that new buildings are in process of con- 
struction near that point and more or less building material 
is out in the road, making it necessary to go north in one line 
of cars, whereas two would be possible if the road were clear. 
This same ‘bottle-neck’ condition is produced in other places 
on the Drive by the encroachment of building contractors on 
the pavement. 

“It is clear that in a large city the space in front of the 
building has to be utilized for the receipt of material and toa 
certain extent for its storage.: It is equally clear, however, 
that this necessity is subject to much abuse, and very little 
care is given to piling the material in its most compact form. 
Also, heavy trucks get in position to discharge this material 
in what is most convenient for the driver and with very little 
regard for the traffic that must pass around the truck. Other 
bad conditions exist where the pavement is opened up for 
sewer or gas or water connections or the bridges over rail- 
roads, and the work seems to be needless. 

“These and other bad conditions existing in New York 
city, and presumably matched in other large centers where 
automobile congestion is most serious, suggest the wisdom 
of the appointment of a traffic manager as a member of 
the staff of the mayor, whose duty should be to study the 
traffic problems, not so much with the idea of recommend- 
ing expensive cutting through of new streets, widening of 
streets, etc., as to using our present streets to the best 
advantage. Motorists would be requested to report to the 
traffic manager anything wrong that was observed and 
which could be easily remedied. 

“If all the large cities of the country had traffic man- 
agers they could form an association for the purpose of 
standardizing traffic signals and handling of traffic in
